Afghan Fight ‘Deteriorating’ 


Mullens warning comes as decision looms on troop levels 


WAS H I N G T 0 N I The situation in Afghanistan 
is “serious and deteriorating,” Joint Chiefs 
of Staff Chairman Adm, Michael Mullen 
said Sunday, as the Obama administra- 
tion awaits an assessment by the new U.S. 
commander there and a possible request 
for more troops. 

Mullen also expressed concern over recent 
opinion polls indicating that for the first 
time a majority of Americans do not think 
the Afghan war is worth fighting. President 


Obama has described the 
conflict in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan as the cen- 
tral front against interna- 
tional terrorism and has 
pledged to give it all nec- 
essary resources. 

With violence again 
on the rise in Iraq, Obama faces pressure 


from the public and within the Democratic 
Party to provide a fuller explanation of his 
Afghanistan strategy. Support for addition- 
al troops has been strongest within Repub- 
lican ranks. 

Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz.), who just 
returned from Afghanistan, said that 
Gen. Stanley A. McChrystal was under “great 
pressures” from “people around” Obama to 
reduce his estimate of future troop needs.

Elite team of experts 
will lead questioning 
of key terror suspects 

WASHINGTON | President Obama 
has approved the creation of an 
elite team of interrogators dedi- 
cated to questioning key terrorism 
suspects, part of a broader effort 
to revamp U,S, policy on detention 
and interrogation, senior adminis- 
tration officials said Sunday, 
Obama signed off on the new 
unit, named the High-Value 
Detainee Interrogation Group, or 
H,LG,, late last week. Comprised of 
experts from across several intel- 
ligence and law enforcement agen- 
cies, the interrogation unit will be 
housed at the FBI but overseen 
by the National Security Coun- 
cil — shifting the center of grav- 
ity away from the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency and giving the White 
House direct oversight. 

Seeking to signal a clean break 
from the Bush administration, 
Obama moved to overhaul inter- 
rogation and detention guidelines 
soon after taking office. The task 
force, whose findings will be made 


public on Monday, recommended 
the new interrogation unit along 
with Other changes regarding 
the way prisoners are transferred 
overseas. 

Under the new guidelines. 


interrogators will be required 
to stay within the parameters 
of the Army Field Manual when 
questioning suspects. The task 
force concluded — unanimously, 
officials said — that “the Army 


Field Manual provides appropri- 
ate guidance on interrogation for 
military interrogators and that no 
additional or different guidance 
was necessary for other agencies,” 
according to a three-page sum- 
mary of the findings. 

That means that certain tech- 
niques in the gray zone between 
torture and legal questioning 
— such as playing loud music or 
depriving prisoners of sleep — will 
not be allowed. Which tactics are 
considered acceptable was an issue 
that was “looked at thoroughly,” 
one senior official said, Obama 
had already banned certain severe 
measures that the Bush adminis- 
tration had permitted, including 
waterboarding. 

Still, the Obama task force 
advised that the new group devel- 
op a “scientific research program 
for interrogation” to develop 
new techniques and study exist- 
ing ones to see if they work. In 
essence, the H,LG, unit would 
determine a set of best practices 
on interrogation, and share them 
with Other agencies that ques- 
tion prisoners in terrorism cases,

Wildfires Rage Near Greek Capital 


Tens of thousands flee 
homes as loeals decry 
government response 

ATHENS, GREECE I Aragingwildfire 
raced down a mountain slope in 
Greece toward the town of Mar- 
athon on Sunday, nearing two 
ancient temples while despairing 
residents pleaded for firefighters 
and equipment that were nowhere 
to be seen. 

Tens of thousands of residents 
of Athens’ northern suburbs evac- 
uated their homes, fleeing in cars 
or on foot. Several houses were 
destroyed as the fire advanced 
across an area more than 30 
miles wide. 

More than 90 wildfires have 
ignited since Saturday across 
Greece, and six major fires were 
burning late Sunday. The Athens 
fire began on Mount Penteli, which 
divides Athens from the Marathon 
plain, and has spread down both 
sides of the mountain. 

Driven by gale-force winds, the 
blaze grew fastest near Marathon, 
from which the modern long-dis- 
tance foot race takes its name. 

One resident, Nikos Adamo- 
poulos, said he had driven over a

large part of the area and saw no 
firefighters. 

“The Museum of Marathon is 
being encircled by fire and flames 
are closing in on [the archaeolog- 
ical site of] Rhamnus,” he told 
The Associated Press. Rhamnus 
is home to two 2,500-year-old 
temples. 


The mayor of Marathon said 
he had been “begging the gov- 
ernment to send over planes and 
helicopters” to no avail. 

“There are only two fire engines 
here; three houses are already on 
fire and we are just watching help- 
lessly,” mayor Spyros Zagaris told 
Greek TV. 


Zagaris was among several 
local leaders who accused the 
government of having no plan to 
fight the fire. 

Finance Minister Yiannis Pap- 
athanassiou responded: “This is not 
the time for criticism under these 
tragic conditions. We are fighting 
a difficult fight.” demetris nellas (ap) 


Outcry Mounts Over Afghan Vote 


Investigator: Fraud 
could influence final 
outcome of election 

KABUL I The outcry over alleged 
vote fraud in Afghanistan’s elec- 
tion escalated Sunday, with Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai’s chief oppo- 
nent charging that turnout figures 
were padded and the chief fraud 
investigator saying some of the

allegations were serious enough to 
influence the outcome if true. 

Millions of Afghans voted 
Thursday in the country’s second- 
ever direct presidential election, 
although Taliban threats and attacks 
appeared to dampen the turnout, 
especially in the south where sup- 
port for Karzai is strong. 

Final certified results will not 
come until next month, although 
partial preliminary figures are 


expected Tuesday. If none of the 
36 candidates wins a majority, the 
top two finishers will face a run- 
off in October, 

Karzai’s top challenger, for- 
mer Foreign Minister Abdullah 
Abdullah, widened allegations of 
fraud against Karzai Sunday, say- 
ing ballots marked for the incum- 
bent were coming in from volatile 
southern districts where no vote 
was held, and that turnout was 
being reported as 40 percent in 
areas where only 10 percent of vot- 
ers cast ballots, robert h. reid (ap)

Despite strong push 
to attract students, 
overall numbers drop 

Despite an advertising campaign 
and an early push to sign up stu- 
dents, the D.C. public school 
system will begin classes Mon- 
day with an enrollment of about 
37,000 — 17 percent below the 
total at the end of the last aca- 
demic year, officials said over 
the weekend. 

Enrollment in regular public 
schools often grows during the 
year, as students and parents com- 
plete paperwork and some trans- 
fer from public charter schools. 
But a spokeswoman for Chancel- 
lor Michelle A. Rhee declined to 
predict whether the system would 
reach 44,681 — the audited enroll- 
ment figure from last school year 
and the basis for its $760 million 
2010 budget. 


Moreover, because the school 
system moved up the start of its 
annual enrollment process from 
July to April, the late surge could 


be smaller than usual. 

“We anticipate a much smooth- 
er start to school with fewer fami- 
lies needing to enroll during the 


first few days,” said Jennifer Cal- 
loway, Rhee’s spokeswoman. She 
added that last year at this time, 
only 15,000 students had com- 
pleted enrollment. 

In addition to a radio and bus 
sign ad campaign, principals vis- 
ited homes, held community bar- 
beques and conducted enrollment 
fairs in concert with immuniza- 
tion clinics held by the District’s 
health department. 

Regular public school enroll- 
ment in the District has declined 
by more than half since 1980, 
while the public charter com- 
munity has grown dramatically 
since the independently operated 
schools began in the 1990s. 

More than a third of the city’s 
public students now attend char- 
ter schools, which project an 
enrollment of about 28,066 this 
fall, up more than 10 percent 
from last school year’s 25,363.

More shoppers are 
ditching items at the 
register to save cash 

NEW YORK I Penny-pinching Amer- 
icans are getting cold feet at the 
checkout — thinking twice about 
spending and ditching items before 
they’re rung up. 

They’re leaving sweaters in 
the dress department, dumping 
cookies near the grocery cashier 
and waiting until the last min- 
ute to weigh wants versus needs. 
Online, shoppers are abandoning 
their virtual carts as they search 
for better deals. 

People “want to be in the act of 
shopping, but they don’t want to 
be in the act of buying,” said Joel 
Bines, a director at AlixPartners, 
a turnaround consultant. 

It means more lost sales for 
stores at a time when there are 
already fewer customers because 
of the recession. For bricks-and- 
mortar shops already working with 
fewer staff, it also means more 
work because orphaned items 
have to be restocked. 

Hard numbers are difficult to

She’s logged at least a dozen 
2009 screen credits, perhaps the 
highest-profile role as Sue Sylves- 
ter, the diabolically funny cheer- 
leading coach in Fox’s high-school 
musical series “Glee,” and as Julia 
Child’s towering sister Dorothy 
McWilliams opposite Meryl Streep 
in “Julie & Julia.”
